Pay for Counciimen

A number of responsible Torrance citizens are talk-

ing serfously of supporting a city policy of paying mem-

bers of the City Council a fixed salary during their terms
of office—~something which the city has not done to this
date.

Latest group to look into the measure is the Chamber
of Commeree, whose hoard of directors has named a com-
mittee to study the proposition that Councilmen be paid.

The HERALD believes that members of the Torrance
City Council will earn any reasonable sum paid them out
of city funds. The task ,of determining policy for a city
which has undergone the explosive growth this city has
in recent years is not an easy one—and it is not always a
popular job.

Councilmen. §In fact, the city would be taking itself out of
a very exclushve category. Only three other Southern
California cities do not pay their Councilmen—Redondo
Beach, Ventura, and Monrovia.

. 'l‘o:‘l'an(-Yvould be setting no precedent in paying its

Pay for Councilmen in other cities ranges from $200
a month in Long Beach and $100 a month in Huntington
Park, to $10 a meeting in Burbank'and Glendale. Most
cities pay $50 or $75 a month to their Councilmen.

Those salaries are little enough to hand a man who
gives up a large portion of his leisure time and, many
times, much of his time on the job to serve the city.

The job of serving the city on its Council is getting to
be too much to ask able and competent men to do it for
nothing,

They should be paid.

AFTER HOURS

COPENHAGHEN--(Special to
the HERALD) — During the
past few weeks I have talked
with 8ir Winston Churehill,
Sir Anthony Kden, Mendes-
France, French Premier Edgar
Feur , ., and the top diplo-
matic representatives of some
dozen nations In London, Par-
Is, Amsterdam, Hamburg,
Copenhagen and other vital
centers of Flurope. I have also
addressed audiences through-
out Hurope and talked with
manufacturers, merchants,
missionaries, newsmen and the
man:in.the.street, Many of
these people T have known for
years and regard them as per-
sonal friends, I visit them in
their homes and break bread
with them, It is not merely a
professional relationship he-
tween a reporter and a subject
for interview. Some of them
are prominent outside of poli-
ties, like Madame Mario Laud-
ner, founder of the Business
and Professional Women's
Clubs in Burope 25 years ago,
who celebrated her 80th birth-
day with Mrs, Morley and me
at the Trols Marches in Paris,
The above list represent a fair
oross section of important and
average people that a reporter
can visit with on such short
notice, The consensus of this
public and private opinion is
to the effect that (1) the U.8,
i8 on top of the heap again in
Burope (2) that Allied solidar.
ity against Communism was
never so strong (3) that peace
in Burope was never closer
than It is now (4) that people
are getting back on their feet
firmly after some ten years of
austerity, fear and hopeless.
ness, Without exception they
refer to the U8, as a loyal
partner in this economic and
political revival and give due
eredit to the American people
for their generosity and friend-
ship.  Reports that filter to
the U, 8. through some tour-
ists that "we have no friends
in Burope” are due to ignor-
ancd, misunderstandings be-
tween individuals, and have no
basis of fact., 'The Huropean
community holds the Ameri-
can people In sincere affection
and high esteem,
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There is a striking mood of
confidence and self-assurance
in Europe based on the eco-
nomie facts of life today. Over
300,000,000 Europeans have
been lifted to a level of good
living (not exactly prosperity)
not experienced in 50 years.
Not a sign of inflation any-
where, In France, for exam-
ple, where the Franc could be
purchased up to 500 to the dol-
lar in the blackmarket since
1950 is quoted by the cheaters
at close to the 360 official rate,
Add this economic stability to
the security provided under
the North Atlantic Treaty or-
ganization, and you have a re.
storation of confidence that
puts “spring to the step" and
a smile on the face that was
missing for too long in the

bleak aftermath of war, trage:
dy and human convulsion.
